n deluded from their homes, in order that a show might be made to the 
ible public, whereby money could be extracted from their pockets. 
not uow our intention to enter into the histories of several of these 
ociations, they are too well known now here to be again recorded; and, 
psequently, it is not necessary to advert in detail to the numberless 
emes which from time to time have been practised, in order that money 
ght be extracted from their credulous dupes. It may be remembered, 
p generality of the companies started with capital paid up, no further 
s or liability ; and, — it would have been as well if they had 
“no returns,” for such it has been up to the present period. 
e, a few ounces of gold have been sent to two or three of the asso- 
tions, boxes of specimens to the others, producing 4 0zs., 10 ozs., and 
ozs, to the ton; excuses without number have been forwarded; de- 
s have arisen from various causes, which, as they have been paraded 
lore the public, it is needless here to recapitulate; the most perfect ma- 
ery has been set up, and after it has been put in gear, and stated to 
rk well, as soon as it comes into actual operation breaks down; water 
s; all sorts of experiments are made ; most grandiose results are ar- 
d at. Nothing, however, comes to the unfortunate shareholders, ex- 
t the knowledge that nearly all their capital is expended. It would 
appear ex uno disce omnes, and the probability of the success of the 
npanies seems now more than ever to hinge upon the question whether 
riz crushing will pay. From the report forwarded by Mr. Putiures 
the Nouveau Monde Gold Mining Company, it would appear, in the 
sent state of the labour market in California, this is still highly pro- 
matical, Should his surmises be correct, gold quartz crushing will be 
cterised as one of the most wasteful and costly experiments ever made 
mining, and all who have any interest in that enterprise cannot but re- 
t that so much British capital has been recklessly expended on what 
y turn out one of the great chimeras of the age, instead of steadfastly 
eloping mineral resources which laid at their own door. 
A question naturally suggests itself, how is it that individuals possess- 
no capital, and scarcely any tools, have been able to obtain gold in 
e quantities, while companies with capital, machinery, and organised 
fs, are unable to obtain anything, or, if so, at double and, in some in- 
nces, treble its value? It may be argued that, although we have heard 
the luck of individuals, their failures have not been recounted. Be it

Balance said to be at call of Alderman Carter, 9600/, 

Aldermen are always prone to be fond of “ cookery,” and in this case they have 
** cooked accounts” with avengeance, I shall now continue Mr. Hardinge’s amusing 
account, showing how the market was “ rigged” by the company’s broker, by which 
fresh victims were hooked at enormous premiums. The Stock Exchange Committee 
seem also to have been deceived by a legerdemain into admitting this thimble-rig, 
and allowing it to be quoted in the Official Lists. I may speak warmly, Mr. Editor, 
but it does not half express my indignation at these robberies. These are not perpe- 
trated on those who can afford the loss; but the victims are poor people, who in many 
cases have placed all their savings in these fraudulent schemes, on the faith of luring 
prospectuses. Mr. Hardinge seems to have been kept in the dark by his colleagues, 
consequently he must be exonerated from much of the blame. Indeed, it appears 
that he has been completely * sold,” and whilst others have managed to feather their 
nests he has scarcely got back actual expenses out of pocket. I hope, however, in re- 
turn for the information afforded me by him, something further will be voted to him, 
either privately or publicly. I have marked in italics the pungent points of his nar- 
rative :— 

In the first place, the account rendered to the shareholders, and dated the Ist of 
March, 1853, was altogether fallacious and in error :—35,995 shares were returned as 
paid upon, whereas only 22,000 were issued to the public by the settling-day ; and on 
the 18th February, 1852, the balance to company’s credit, in the hands of their bankers, 
was 21,0971, 10s.; of that amount the sum of 13,043/. 15s. was drawn out, a few weeks 
afterwards, to pay for the repurchase, at premium, of 11,650 shares—thus leaving a 
balance of only 8956/, 5s. The repurchase of the 11,650 shares was effected by reso- 
lution of the board, and under orders dated the 3d and 6th February, 1852, signed by 
Lord Erskine, as chairman, directed to Messrs. Carden and Whitehead to buy in 12,000 
shares, and to make such repurchases ‘at discretion.”” In point of fact, when it 
became necessary to pass the Stock Exchange Committee, and to show an adequate 
amount of capital for admission on the Share List, several erpedients were resorted 
to for the purpose ; and, among others, a temporary credit was obtained from Messrs. 
Masterman, as the following order, which was sent to that house (in error) will evince: 

‘*26, Throgmorton-street, June 3, 1852.—GentTLemEN : Have the goodness to repay 
yourselves the 50001. credited at our request to the Quartz Rock Mariposa Gold Mining 
Company, by writing off the same from that account. 

We are, Gentlemen, respectfully yours, 
Tuomas Ketiy; Joun Carrer; James Curr; 
J. Wappe..; Frep, Dinevey.” 

Of these names only two were directors ; Mr. Waddell being secretary, Mr. Dine- 
ley, lawyer, and Mr. Clift the partner of the latter gentleman ; therefore the order 
(requiring the names of three directors) was returned as informal, andanother was sub- 
stituted, signed by three directors, the undersigned being one, and he, by that means, 
become informed of the transaction. ‘There were about this period large transfers 
(to the extent of 8000/,) made from the company’s account at Messrs. Barclay’s to that 
at Messrs. Masterman’s, which the pass-book will exemplify, but the objects whereof 
the undersigned was not advised of, as the accounts were kept in strict secrecy be- 
tween Messrs. Carter, Dineley, and Waddell, On the 27th June, 18)2, the repur- 
chased shares were counted at a board held that day, and a parcel containing the 
whole 11,650 was sealed up by the seeretary. and directed by him to Alderman Car- 
ter; however, this parcel was deposited by the undersigned with Messrs. Masterman, 
until, at the instance of Alderman Kellyand Lord Erskine, he (the undersigned) com- 
mitted them, on the 9th August, 1852, to Alderman Carter, on the understanding that 
he should account for them to the company. 

Subsequently, early in December, 1852, at a meeting of the board in Throgmorton- 
street, Sir Robert Carden entered the room, and stated that he had just sold 1600 of 
the repurchased shares, at premiums varying for \ to %{ ; and on or about the 18th 
January, 1853, it was announced that a profit of 1770/. had been realised by the re- 
sale of about 4000 of these shares. Anxious to ascertain what number of shares were 
re-sold, and what amount had been bestowed to the company’s credit, the undersigned 
applied to Alderman Carter on the 24th January, but he (the alderman) refused to 
give any intelligence or: the subject, stating that he would account only to the board. 
Thus defeated, the undersigned applied to Sir Robert Carden, who said that his ac- 
count was with Alderman Carter alone; when, asa last effort, he went to Mr, White- 
head, demanding the information as the right and duty of a director, but with no bet- 
ter success, for that gentleman’s reply was a negative. 

No vouched account has since has been rendered of the proceeds arising from the 
11,650 shares (which have all been negociated upon the market) ; but at a board meet- 
ing, held on the 26th Feb., 1853, Alderman Carter announced that he had sold 8000 
shares, and had netted 9600/. for the company; thus retaining in hand 3650 shares 
unsold. At this board, consultation was held as to the best mode of getting up a 
sembling capital, to pass the general annual meeting, just then advertised for the 19th 
March proximo, It was suggested to borrow consols, to get temporary accommoda- 
tions, as well as other expedients, which for obvious reasons are not herein disclosed. 

Until the 17th March, 1850, the day appointed for the audit by Mr. Pocock and Mr. 
Carr, no explanation was given of the company’s accounts. On that day these gen- 
tlemen were in the office, and the undersigned attended, when, for the first time, a 
balance-sheet was laid before him, discovering an investment of 13,3142. 19s. 10d. in 
railway securities! and of 13,043/. 15s. in cash at call! Of either of these credits the 
board had most certainly no precognition—the fact being that the balance in both 
banks only amounted to about 2000/. !--Having closely observed the audit of the ac- 
counts, which occupied about an hour, the undersigned waited for the production of 
the scrip representing 13,314/. 19s, 10d., but none was exhibited, although the gene- 
ral annual account was signed that day by the auditors, who were kept waiting till 
four o’clock for the exhibit; when atthat beer it was announced that the scrip should 
be produced the following day at the Argus Office! It was impossible for the under- 
signed to get intelligence of the accounts or pecuniary concerns of the company, as 
all books and documents were locked up, the lawyer keeping the keys, and attending 
daily in the secretary’s absence (which frequently occurred) ; as, in one instance, be- 
ing in France from 29th Jan. to 21st Feb., 1853, and again recently, from 24th Nov. 
to the 10th Dec., besides numerous absences on the affairs of other companies. 

One remarkable fact with respect to the direction must not be omitted—that the 
name of Alderman Farncomb as a director is little more than a semblance—that gen- 
tleman never attended but at one preliminary meeting, and at one board, and never 
at all since 4th Feb., 1852. His solicitors sent notification twice to the board that 
Alderman Farneomb would not act, and in consequence thereof the undersigned 
waited on him (July 18, 1853), aeccompained by Mr. Goddard Sy took notes of the 
interview), when the alderman stated that he knew nothing of the company, and did 
not belong to it; but upon being informed that his name was appended (together 
with those of Lord Erskine and Alderman Kelly) to the account laid before the ge- 
neral annual meeting (March, 1853), the alderman replied that “‘ he believed he was 
a director, that the paper presented to him for signature was one which they said 
every director should sign; and that he should not have signed it !” 

In the first annual account as rendered last year, no sum is charged for law expen- 
ses, nor any for promotion, although preliminary agreements and a deliberate com. 
pact were made on the latter subject with Lord Erskine and the undersigned; and 
at a full board meeting of 4th Feb., 1852, a resolution was entered upon the minutes 
to the following effect :—** Resolved, that 1500 paid-up shares be allotted to Lord 
Erskine and Mr, Hardinge, to enable them to meet the claims on the late British Mu- 
tual Company, * as against them, or against this company, or otherwise ; and that they 





* The British Mutual Company, above referred to, was established in 1850, ona 
lease of mining privileges in California, conceded to Lord Erskine, T. H. Hardinge, 
Joseph L. Franklin, and others, which lease was ratified by Colonel Frémont, the 7th 
Feb., 1851. This company carried on business at 30, Great George-street, Westmin- 
ster, until 29th September, 1851, when they had issued about 700 shares at 1/. each, 
of which shares six directors had paid up 25 each as quatification. A managing di- 
rector had the whole responsibility of the business until 24th of June, 1851, when the 
whole of the money having been expended, and some liabilities also outstanding, it 
became necessary to summon a board, to consider whether the affair should be wound 
up; however, at the suggestion of the undersigned (T. H. Hardinge), it was resolved 
to carry on the business, and he was then authorised to take offices in the City. Ac. 
cordingly he took the offices, 26, Throgmorton-street, removed the furniture thither, 
paid the outstanding accounts, and, in conjunction with Mr, Franklin and Lord Ers. 





do give this company their guarantee against such liabilities. Which guarantee was 
given accordingly.” 

The lawyer had previously prepared a legal instrument, and took the signatures of 
Lord Erskine and the undersigned thereto; but no free shares were given then, al- 
though the claimants of the British Mutual Company applied to the office, and ac- 
tually proceded at law in some instances ; and one gentleman (Mr. Franklin), who, 
together with the undersigned, had contributed largely to the promotion of the Quartz 
Rock Company, filled a bill in Chancery against Lord Erskine and the undersigned 
for those claims, to meet which the said 1500 shares had been so set apart, and af- 
terwards amended his bill as against all the directors. 

Being sued for claims (the claims guaranteed as above), both in law and equity, 
Lord Erskine and the undersigned, in June, 1852, applied to the board for the fulfil- 
ment of their engagement to allot to them the 1500 free shares, as per minute; but 
Aldérman Carter opposed, and threatened to resign if it were pressed, therefore the 
motion was not then pressed. 

After the lapse of eighteen months, finding himself pressed by the claimants against 
the British Mutual Company ; finding that the stock of the company was being dealt 
out largely on the market (whole volumes of scrip being signed by Alderman Kelly 
and Lord Erskine) ; finding that the dealings were wholly concealed and managed by 
and between Ald. Carter, the lawyer, and the secretary; finding that the expenses of 
formation, paid by the undersigned out of pocket, were denied him (he having paid 
even the registration, the first quarter’s rent, and furnishing, &c., &c.) ; finding that 
although he had been so much out of pocket, that he and Lord Erskine had been con- 
strained by threat of being disqualified to pay 100/. each (as qualification) into the 
bankers, whilst no money had been paid by the other directors ; the undersigned took 
1500 shares (the amount voted by the board), but afterwards, on the advice of Lord 
Erskine and his solicitor, Mr. Rickards, surrendered them to the secretary, with 550/., 
the proceeds of 500 of the shares, on compact that 1100 shares should be at once made 
over to him in the regular way by a board. This last compact was, however, broken 
like the former one. On taking these 1500 shares, the 13th of May last, as numbered 
from 26,150 to 27,700, the undersigned first discovered the fact that only about 28,000 
shares had been issued up to that day (the report at the general annual meeting having 
set forth that 35,995 shares had been issued for money at par, on the Ist of March). 
Perceiving that an exposure of such falsification must break up the direction, and 
having then a confidence in the prospects of the adventure in California, he the more 
readily listened to the solicitations of Lord Erskine, and gave up the shares on 15th 
May, but on the written agreement that 1200 free shares should be then allotted, and 
that his claims as director and promoter should be deferred until all the shares should 
be sold. From the prospectus issued by the company, it would appear thatthere were 
six agg ee whereas only four acted—namely, Lord Erskine, chairman ; Alderman 
Kelly, Alderman Carter, and T, H. Hardinge. Mr. Fisher resigned before the com- 
pany was established; and Alderman Farncomb, who never acted, afterwards re- 
signed through his solicitors. It will also appear that the company really acted upon 
the lease granted by Colonel Frémont to the British Mutual Company, 7th February, 
1851, and that they continued to act and to issue letters of allotment on the registra- 
tion entered by the undersigned, from December 4, 1851, till 27th January, 1852, 
when Mr. Waddell (who had been introduced as secretary by the undersigned) re- 
gistered the company de novo in his own name as the Quartz Rock Mariposa Gold 
Mining Company ; thus, by the addition of one word, changing the identity, und avoid- 
ing, or trying to avoid, the liabilities of the former company. : 

The company up to this period has not been fully registered, although the deed was 
signed by nearly all the shareholders—by Lord Erskine for 3000 shares, and the un- 
dersigned for 100 shares, on the 23d September, 1852; and by Alderman Kelly and 
Carter (who antedated their signatures, Sept. 23, also) on the 30th Nov., 1852, and 
who signed on that day for 100 shares each ! 

Soon after the first general annual account was published in March last—viz., from 
April and until the 15th Dec. last, for a period of eight months (during which time 
a large amount of scrip was sold on the market), no board was held! A board was, 
however, summoned for that day (13th Dec.), for which the undersigned had verbal 
notice to attend at twelve o’clock. On entering the room (very much indisposed) 
at twenty minutes before one o’clock (the boards ordinarily having met one hour af- 
ter notice), Lord Erskine informed the undersigned that * all had been settled—that 

he board had rescinded the resolution of 4 Feb., 1852,’’ and delegated Mr. Waddell 
to settle the British Mutual claims! and the lawyer had a writing prepared for sig- 
nature by the undersigned (but which had not been previously shown him), to the 
effect that he should retire at the next general annual meeting, and that they were 
ready to hand him 450 shares. It was in vain that the undersigned remonstrated, 
and urged that even although Lord Erskine (for his own reasons) might do so, he 
would not delegate to Mr. Waddell the settlement of claims for which Lord Erskine 
and himself alone were responsible; urging that the compact to allot the 1500 free 
shares was deliberately made and registered at a full board 18 months previously ; 
urging, also, that a resolution had passed the board, whereby each director should re- 
ceive 500 free shares, and his attendances; the undersigned also stated, that having 
originated and promoted the company at a cost out of pocket exceeding 200/, (besides 
his qualification shares, 100/,),and having of necessity attended daily at the offices 
for a year and a half, he was at least entitled to the same requital as any other direc- 
tor. But the matter was preconcerted, and the two aldermen arose and left the room, 
stating that “they were on the rota, and obliged to attend Guildhall!” Thus left 
with the lawyer, secretary, and LordjErskine, hopeless of justice or of another board 
meeting, there was no alternative left but to sign the paper so prepared ; however, 
the secretary handed the undersigned only 360 shares, and gave him a letter, promis- 
ing to divide any premiums to be obtained on the sale of the 800 shares (retained by 
the secretary) between him and Lord Erskine. é 

Seeing that the two aldermen and Lord Erskine had agreed to repudiate and re- 
scind their contract, and that he could trust to no agreement however formal ; find- 
ing himself pressed by liabilities occasioned by expenses incurred through the Quartz 
Rock Company, the undersigned, diffident of any contract with parties who had thus 
repudiated a solemn engagement, accepted the 260 shares; but he appeals to the 
shareholders for an enquiry into the whole management of the company, into the ac- 
count presented to the first general annual meeting, in March last; into the private 
sale of 30,000 shares, and the amount of premium obtained thereon (these sales hav- 
ing been effected by one sole director, together with the lawyer and secretary) ; into 
the minutes and bankers’ books of the company, which show that all the funds have 
been retained and disbursed (since March last) by that director usurping, in conjunc- 
tion with the lawyer and secretary, the functions and action of a board ; and, lastly, 
the undersigned calls upon the shereholders to appoint auditors unconnected with the 
board of directors to test the truth of the company’s accounts and of this statement. 

With respect to the actual business of the company, and the foreign management— 
the staff sent out to California, Mr. Franz Jacob Schmitz and Mr, Eishweller, witha 
German carpenter and a working smith and engineer (the latter two British sub- 
jects), they were selected by Alderman Carter, who also went to Tavistock and or- 
dered a 50-horse power steam-engine (of coarse finish, except the working parts), at 
600/., anda 24-horse power second-hand engine, at 400/., together with a large quan- 
tity of mining tools. Soon after the arvival of these engines at San Francisco, it was 
discovered and reported that the tools were very inferior, and useless for the pur- 
pose ; and when, in September, 1853, the buildings were erected at the mines, it was 
ascertained that the boilers and furnaces were calculated for the consumption of coals 
instead of wood ; and, therefore, orders were given at San Francisco to make anew 
boiler for the larger engine, and sdvices intimated to permit the sale of the smaller 
engine! the cost of both in transit, steerage, and duty, being much in excess of 
the original price. & 

No British subject has been appointed to the management of, or superintendence of, 
the mines, the working wherect is left to the discretion of Messrs. Anthoine and La- 
charme, the original squatters upon and owners of the claim, which they transferred 
on lease to the Quartz Rock Company, subject to a royalty of $6 for every ton of 
quartz raised. ; :

Str,—I have just received advice from England, noticing in a particular manner | 
that through your instrumentality the fictitious gold mining speculations have received | 
a complete eheque, for which public good the holders of bona fide mining property in 
California beg to transmit you, through the writer hereof, their best thanks, and with } 
the view of putting you in possession of the precise position of Californian mining, to | 
regulate the future operations of companies. I now beg to classify that description 
of experience which I have stated strangers have not an opportunity of obtaining | 
practically from mere visits to the mining regions of California, and which appears | 
now to be essential for the qualification of an agent who has reports tomake. With the 
following before you, therefore, you will be able to detect how little the Europeans 
who have visited California know of the subject, and how dangerous it would be to 
the success of a wealthy company for any party to have the control who was at all | 
deficient in the experience peculiar to this country.—1. It is now ascertained that the | 
produce of operations conducted on the outcrops of quartz veins is equivalent to the 
produce of underground explorations, when the average of a considerable section | 
of country is taken.—2. It is ascert:.ined that the results of prospecting operations 
from tests on the small scale require to be divided by a number, according to the cha- 
racter of the ore, to arrive at the produce realisable from the large scale of operations, 
and the number must be increased according as the seale of operations increase.—3. 
It is ascertained that the gold-bearing quartz veins.of California contain the paying 
ore in irregular deposits and strata, being found at intervals in every possible posi- 
tion throughout the quartz vein.—4. It is ascertained that the average produce of 
the first-class gold veins in any of the rich seci.cas of California, from selected ore, 
is about $20 per ton; an extra selection, however, can be made for speculative pur- 
poses to yield $35 per ton, although it might not prove economical to continue such 
@ selection permanently.—5. It is ascertained that the average produce of the best 
veins, without sorting, is from $5 to §7', per ton; the great bulk of the quartz con- 
tains little or no gold.—6. It is ascertained that a selection of paying ore always ex- 
hibits gold at intervals, visible to the naked eye, and unless the gold is visible to a 
certain extent we do not find it to pay from the large scale of operations, notwith- 
standing prospecting tests have beeu considered favourable by those not thoroughly 
acquainted with Californian ores; hence the cause of so many disappointments from 
companies persevering with mines prospecting a low per centage of fine gold.—7. It 
is ascertained, with reference to the saving all the gold which is contained in the ore

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operations, without taking advantaze of all the experience which can be procured 
from the immediate seene of operations—experience which has cost more than the 
combined capitals of all the European gold mining companies at present in Cali- 
fornia—points out the existence of very ordinary scientific capacity connected with 
those companies, because, under existing circumstances, we cannot expect success 
from plans originating from any individual’s first impressions of the subject ; and no 
man of experience, accustomed to scientific investigation, for practical application, 
would presume to conduct the subject successfully until he had acquired a thorough 
knowledge of every point practically, from every possible source.—11. We have as- 
certained that to improve the machinery connected with the gold business requires 
a delicacy of invention, accompanied with a systematic course of investigation, which 
few can form a correct idea of, and which is inadmissable on entering upon extensive 
operations, because, with reference to the gold business, new plans of apparatus re- 
quire to be proved along with apparatus in productive operation, and on mines the 
average produce of which has been already ascertained, and without interfering with 
the productive operations of the concern.—12. We have ascertained that the most 
prudent course for quartz mining companies to pursue, who are at present in opera- 
tion in California, would de to suspend operations at once, which would have the 
effect of making the reaction complete, and enable them to extend their possessions 
at @ comparative smali cost, and give them also an opportunity of re-organising their 
practical business arracgements, on the most economical terms, previous to their 
commencing mining operations on a more extensive scale. The above course would 
lead at once to productive operations, and prevent the companies’ capital being invi- 
diously disposed of, without producing any satisfactory result.—13. We have ascer- 
tained that the only safe mode of operating in quartz is to commence operations at 
once on a number of veins, »n which deposits of paying ore have been discovered, 
with a full complement of miners and labourers, and with a perfect understanding as 
regards the amount of capical which wili be required, and how it is to be disposed of. 
The above views constitute the groundwork for a more extensive enquiry into the 
subject connected with gold mining, which will prove to be the description of infor- 
mation required by capitalists, and which I will be glad to extend from time to time, 
as opportunity offers. Ihe object of a wealthy company, organised for operations in 
California, ought certainly to be directed to such a system as the Quartzburg Water 
Company points out, particularly as the country is still in its infaney and undeve- 
loped, and more particularly as such a system will open up a considerable field for 
individual enterprise; and as there exists an extraordinary opportunity of intro- 
ducing such, on further examination of the subject in detail, we find that placer miaing 
has always been the most profitable department of the gold business, and will con- 
tinue to remain so for a number of years in California; but as the extra rich deposits 
are comparatively a!l ex!austed, the mines can only be made permanently extraor- 
dinarily productive by the introduction of large supplies of water, which requires of 
necessity a large capital. Such description of investment h« been now proved with 
the most favourable results, so that there is now only one opinivu > the subject; 
that, however, connected with quartz is very different from its present uu.":vourable 
position, the cause of which I have already endeavoured to make my friends iarn‘liar 
with for a considerable period, anticipating the results as certain as any other natura. 
effect ; so that we can only now arrive at productive operations in quartz by employ- 
ing the most economical arrangements, with permanent water-power in the imme- 
diate neighbourhood of the mines, cheap labour, and the means of conveying lumber 
from the timber region, which are as essential to make quartz operations productive 
as washing water is to ensure success in the placers. The furnishing of large arti- 
ficial supplies of water for both placer and quartz mining is, therefore, the proper 
field of operations for wealthy companies; but as we have as yet no practical proofs 
that quartz operations is a field for the prudent investment of smal! capitals, and as 
there are at present several quartz sections in California which will ultimately prove 
to be extraordinarily valuable, I would advise these sections to be bought up, particu- 
larly the Quartzburg section, for extensive operations with water-power, &c.

Os tur Corgostve Action op Sucar on [non AND OTHER MeTALS.— 
Dr. J. H. Gladstone read a paper, at the Chemical Society, on this subject. The fre- 
quently-obs=rved corrosive action of solution of sugar on iron vessels having led the 
author to this investigation, he found that if a piece of iron be partially immersed in j 
a solution of pure cane-sugar, and kept in a warm place, the metal becomes corroded 
about the edge of the liquid, but that portion of the metal which is permanently im- 
mersed remains bright. This solution, on being examined, was found to contain prot. 
oxide of iron, and to have a deep red-brown colour. The author believes that a de- 
finite compound is formed of sugar and protoxide of iron. Experiments were made 
on the various circumstances under which this action took place, and others were in- 
stituted with the view of ascertaining the action of solutions of sugar on other me- | 
tals. Copper was scarcely acted on at all. Lead was attacked much more readily, 
especially at an elevated temperature. Zinc was very slowly and but slightly acted 
upon. Tin was also very slowly attacked. Mercury and silver were not acted upon 
in the slightest degree. 

Macutne ror Sorrentnc Fiax.—Mr. Robert Boyac, of Poughkeepsie, 
New York, has invented an improved machine for softening flax. The improvementa 
consist in having a vertical reciprocating plate, with a slot through it, which works 
between two pairs of fluted rollers. The flax to be operated upon and softened passes 
from a feed trough, between one pair of the fluted rollers and through the slot in the 
reciprocating plate, and from thence through the other pair of fluted rollers. The 
reciprocating plate subjects the flax toa rubbing, friction action, which renders it soft 
aud pliable, without injury to its fibre. Measures have been taken to secure a patent.

A SHAREHOLDER suggested that as the accounts were voluminous, and as it was im- 
possible the present meeting could test their accuracy, it would be more satisfactory 
to appoint a committee of gentlemen for that purpose. 

The CnatrMan said he was always prepared to hear any suggestion that might be 
submitted, and that which had just been offered would not only receive his sanction, 
but he should be delighted with such an investigation. If, therefore, the gentleman 
would reduce the resolution into writing, he (the chairman) should be most happy to 
take the sense of the meeting upon it. 

A SiArkHoLpER wished, before the resolution was put, the chairman would state 
his views of the present position of the company. 

The Cuarnman said he should be delighted to tell the meeting all he knew of the 
operations of the company, and he believed he was fully acquainted with all its pro- 
ceedings, and everything that had been done. When he last met the shareholders, 
he told them in the most unequivocal terms that it would be necessary to issue the 
remaining 4000 shares. Some of the shareholders held a different opinion, but it 
had been found that his view was the correct one. The reserved shares had not been 
issued, but the shareholders would see the policy of agreeing with his views. He had 
at the last meeting expressed a very high opinion of the undertaking, but he did not 
now retract one word of what he had said; on the contrary, he believed he had un- 
derrated it. He had himself devoted a month on the spot, in order that he might 
understand their position to its utmostextent. He had found that the smelting works 
were producing a loss of 744 per cent. of metal, and therefore suspended them. He 
had found that to send English workmen to Germany was not attended with benefi- 
cial results, He had found that, during last winter, the progress of the works was 
—— impeded, and that a serious loss had in consequence been sustained. Ile had 
found that, of the 120 men employed on the mines, those who had been occupied in 
the production of ore and minerals did not number more than 40. He had found that 
they had been paying for 60 men, while they had not received a single atom of their 
productions, their labour having been confined to the formation of the road and sur- 
face operations. He had found that they had at the mine all that had been said of it, 
and that it was in every respect as good as it had been held out to the public. He 
had brought Capt, Phillips over, and he was at the meeting to answer any question 
the shareholders might put to him. He (the chairman) repeated, that he did not 
retract one single word that he had ever uttered; and he reiterated his opinion more 
confidently and energetically than ever, that this must become a profitable investment. 
He denied that one sixpence had been expended more than was absolutely necessary. 
They had now a great quantity of minerals broken at the mine, and he had no hesi- 
tation in saying that it was infinitely better than he originally represented it. These 
were his sincere convictions, and he was a large shareholder in the undertaking. 
The plan of extracting the minerals had been to convey them 100 fms., and throw 
them down a sink or shoot, from which they were carried to another and another in 
the same way, until they at length reached the railway. This was an expensive mode 
of conveyance, and had n obviated by the formation of galleries. They had lived 
during the last six months upon the work of 30 or 40 men. Their main pass during 
the winter was frozen for 80 fms., and they bad to lay downa railway. With respect 
to the accounts, he thought if any unimpassioned person would look into them he 
would say they were perfectly satisfactory. That they had not paid the dividends as 
— was true, but that they had earned them he believed to be equally truc. 

here was nothing he desired more than to show the meeting all he knew of the un- 
dertaking; his difficulty was to make them know what he himself knew—to impart 
such information to the shareholders was no easy task. They had now at the mine 
80 miners; they had employed as many as 150. The chairman here entered very 
minutely into detail, showing the number of men employed at the various levels, and

DIRECTORS’ REPORT. 

Tue Company’s Fierr.—The directors regret, that although the most urgent re- 
presentations have been made to the builders and engineers, some of the new screw- 
propelled vessels have been greatly retarded in their completion. Those already 
finished and employed have, in respect to speed and accommodation for the convey - 
ance of passengers, given great satisfaction, and for general purposes have been found 
much superior to steam-vessels propelled by paddle- wheels. 

Rares OF Passacre Money.—In order to meet in some degree the greatly increased 
expenses @aused by the high cost of fuel, &c., the directors deemed it necessary to re- 
cur, on and from the 4th February last, to rates of passage fares similar to those which 
existed previous to the lst January, 1853, when they were reduced on the opening of 
the communication twice a month with India and China. This measure having been 
unfairly commented upon in some Indian newspapers, the directors deem it right to 
explain that the increased rates were merely a recurrence to the average of the former 
ones, and that the addition made is not nearly sufficient to compensate the company 
for the additional expense of the conveyance of travellers, caused by the increased 
cost of coals, wages, provisions, &c. 

SuprPLemMentTaAL Cuantrer ror Increasino Tue Comprayy’s Caprrat.—Looking to 
the growing requirements of trade and intercourse in the East; the expediency of 
economising the navigation on the company’s lines of communication, by providing 
vesscls with screw propulsion ; and to the propriety of making timely arrangements 
for liquidating the sums borrowed on debentures, as formerly reported, the directors 
in the early part of this year, applied to the Crown for a supplemental charter of in- 
corporation, to enable the company to increase its capital by 1,000,000/. sterling, This 
charter has been granted, and the new shares to be created under the powers which 
it confers will be issued at par to the holders of shares who may be regfstered in the 
company’s books at the time of issuing these new shares in the proportion of two new 
shares to three old shares. The directors do not contemplate any immediate issue of 
these new shares, nor do they expect that they will be under the necessity of calling 
for more than a small proportion of the additional capital to be raised thereby for 
some time to come. The shareholders will, however, be glad to know that under this 
charter they are in possession of powers for placing the financial condition of thecompany 
in a satisfactory position, whenever occasion muy arise for more extended operations. 

APPLICATION TO THE GOVE@NMENT YOR RELIEF IN RESPECT OF THE EXecuTION OF 
Tur Contracr PostaL Service.—At the last annual general meeting the directors re- 
ported fully their proceedings in respect to the application which they had then made 
to the Government for relief under the difficulties in which the company was placed 
in executing the contract postal service, which had arisen from the scarcity of ship- 
ping, and the consequently enhanced cost of fuel at the various depots. Although that 
application was unsuccessful, the declaration of war by her Majesty against the Em- 
peror of Russia was considered by the directors to afford a proper ground for again 
making a similar application, inasmuch as the declaration of war was an Act of the 
Government, which has not only greatly aggravated, but will, in all probability, ren- 
der continuous the increase in the cost of fuel, seamen’s wages, naval stores, marine 
insurance, and in other expenses of auvigation. Your directors have, therefore, ap- 
plied again to her Majesty’s Government for such an augmentation of the payment for 
the postal service as the company may be found fairly entitled to, in consideration of 
the altered state of circumstances caused by the war; and the Lords Commissioners 
of the Admiralty have so far responded to the application as to intimate their willing- 
ness to institute an enquiry into the matter, which will soon takeplace. ‘The grounds 
upon which the present claim has been based are so reasonable that the directors can 
scarcely anticipate a second failure in obtaining relief at the hands of Government. 
Should they be disappointed in this expectation, they will, if necessary, calla special 
meeting of theshareholders, to take into consideration the future policy of the company. 

Repayment or tue Loan ro rue Pacua or Eoyrr.—The third and last series of 
debentures, representing the loan made in Nevember, 1852, to his highness, which 
fell due on the 3lst March last, has been punctually paid, with the interest due thereon. 
This circumstance, the directors take leave to remark, fully justifies the confidence 
which they reposed in the strict honour of his Highness in pecuniary transactions, 
when they ventured to advance a large sum of the company’s then disposable funds 
in aid of that loan. ‘The directors have also reason to congratulate the proprietors on 
the good policy of that measure in reference to the general interests of the company. 

Tue Transit THROVGH Ecypr.—On this important subject the directors are enabled 
to report satisfactorily, About two years since Mr. Anderson, then on a mission to 
Egypt, submitted on behalf of the company various proposals to the Highness the 
Pacha for ameliorating the transit arrangements, particularly that the charge for the 
conveyance of passengers should be reduced, in consideration of the twice-a-month 
communication with India, &c., then about to be established. Also, that the duty of 
half per cent. advalorem, levied by the Pachaon merchandise passing through Egypt, 
should be abolished ; and, in order to facilitate the development of commercial transit 
traffic between Europe and the East, a free transit should be opened to the commerce 
ofall nations. In pursuance of these proposals, a new contract for the transit of pas- 
sengers was arranged with the Egyptian Government, and signed on behalf of the 
company by Mr. Anderson, at Cairo, in March last year, by which due provision was 
made for the safe, commodious, and expeditious conveyance of passengers between 
Alexandria and Suez; and the rates of transit were reduced from 12/. to 10/. for first- 
class passengers, and a uniform charge of 5/. established for all other classes, Mr. 
Anderson was, however, unable at that time, to induce the Pacla to come to a deci- 
sion on the abolition of the transit duty. But, on revisiting Egypt this year, he has 
so far succeeded in that object as to induce his highness to agree to a reduction of 
one-half of that duty from the lst July next, as a preliminary step to its entire re- 
moval. These arrangements are applicable to the traveHers and commerce of all 
countries ; and as the transit duty forms at present a heavy addition to the cost of 
transit of valuable articles, such as raw silk, &c., its reduction and abolition will re- 
move a serious obstruction to the adoption of the route of Egypt for such artieles ; and, 
in conjunction with new arrangements about to be adopted by the directors for meet- 
ing the growing requirements of this trade, can scarcely fail toprove highly beneficial 
to the company’s interests. The construction of the railway between Alexandria and 
Cairo is progressing with vigour. A section of it, comprising about 48 miles, was 
opened about three months since, and an additional 12 miles would be completed by 

the end of the last month, the two forming a continuous line from Alexandria to a 
place on'the Nile called Caffer-el-cish. This part of the line now supersedes the travell- 
ing by boats on the Mahmoudieh Canal (the most disagreeable part cf the passage 
across Egypt), and also shortens the passage of the Nile by 45 miles ; so that the whole 
journey between Alexandria and Cairo is reduced to about 12 hours upwards to Cairo, 
and to 9 hours downwards to Alexandria—night-travelling on the canal and Nile being 
now avoided. About 30 miles of the railway from the Cairo terminus, towards Alex- 
andria, is also constructed, leaving only 30 miles now to complete the whole line be- 
tween Alexandria and Cairo. This, it is expected, will be finished in the course of 
next year, and will entirely supersede the water conveyance by the Nile, and reduce 
the journey between Alexander and Cairo to about six hours. The passenger car- 
riages now running on the railway are elegant, commodious, and well adapted tothe 
climate, having double roofs, and being oc:herwise well ventilated. The importance 
of these improvements will be readily recognised by all who have travelled by the 
overland route. 

ASSISTANCE RENDERED BY THE CompaANny’s Suips TO GOVERNMENT IN THE OPERA- 
tTIons or THE War.—The proprietors will have learned, from the public prints, the 
important services which the company has been able to render to the Government in 
circumstances of great public emergency, by the conveyance of troops, stores, &c., to 
the seat of war. These services have been felt and acknowledged in handsome terms 
by the proper authorities. Some of your ships are still in the service of the Govern. 
ment, and more of them are likely to be required, a circumstance which affords your 
directors much gratification, inasmuch as it has enabled them to contribute materially 
to public requirements at the present peried, and will doubtless lead to a more just 
pe mg of the national importance of enterprises such as yours than has hitherto 
prevailed. 

Tue Drivipexp.—Considering that the whole of the fuel consumed during the six 
months embraced in the period of this report was purchased at enormously enhanced 
prices—that most of the new ships have been kept back from completion andemploy- 
ment by the strikes of workmen and other uneontrollable cireumstances—that the 
execution of the contract postal service has caused an expenditure exceeding the pay- 
ment received for it, and that the claim for indemnification on that account remains 
yet undetermined—your directors feel compelled to recommend that any declaration 
of dividend should be postponed to the next annual general meeting, when statements 
of the company’s accounts will, as usual, be laid before you, and when they trust the 
receipts and expenditure of the company may exhibit a more favourable result then 
they can reasonably be expected to do at present. In making this recommendation 
(the first of the kind which it has been the duty of the directors to submit since the 
formation of the company), they beg to assure you that they doso from considerations 
for your own interest. Tastead of drawing upon possible future profits to'supply a 
present deficiency, or ceasing to set] aside those reserves which are necessary to main- 
tain your property at its original’value, and provide for its security against accident, 
your directors deem it the wisest and most honest course to recommend no dividend, 
unless arising from clear profits realised during the period in which they report ; and 
while advising you to undergo what they trust will prove to be a temporary inconve- 
nience, rather than depart from the system hitherto — they feel much satisfac- 
tion in being able to assure you that the property and financial position of the com- 
pany are in a sound state, your flect in efficient order, and the future prospect of your 
enterprise by no means discouraging.

MAKING MACTIINE 





We have, during the past week, inspected a brick-making machine, re- 
cently patented in America and Europe by Messrs. Sands and Cumming, 
of New York, and now introduced for the first time to the brick-makers 
of Great Britain by Messrs. Nourse and Co., of Cornhill, the agents for 
this country. In this appavatus the clay is tempered and the brick 
moulded at one operation, and it may be operated on by steam, water, or 
horse-power. The important art of brick-making, according to the faci- 
lities of the soil and necessities of the climate, appears to have been more 
or less successfully cultivated in all ages, and throughout the civilised 
world; and its durability and economy enables it to compete even with 
masonry itself. The manufacture in this country, owing to the increase 
of population, has been progressively extended, although for many years 
it was cramped by heavy duties, and the disadvantageous method to the 
the brick-maker in which they were levied, but which duties have been 
lately repealed. Notwithstanding these heavy duties, the make rose from 
915,000,000 in 1821, to nearly 1,800,000,000 in 1840. Since then a still 
further enormous increase has taken place ; and there i l open an ex- 
tensive field for further improvement and development, in simplyfying

machinery, producing a vacuum behind the piston at both strokes with- 
out the ordinary sized air-pumps, working high-pressure steam at the 
same time, and always possessing a clean boiler, without any deposit of 
silt, so that the rapid wear of the surface is avoided. In fact, by this ar- 
rangement the advantages peculiar to the condensing and the high-pres- 
sure engine are combined. The cylinder is longer in proportion to the 
length of stroke than usual, and instead of being entire in the sides from 
top to bottom, as usual, is made with an opening in the middle all round, 
except having four connecting pieces, or , to hold the two ends to- 
gether.
